These are the men who are the 
fnlent factors, who seldom make speeches, 
bnt who keep a finger upon the public 
pulse ut all limi'p, and who can be tle- 
Dended upon «> ili'tnH every little indi- 
cation goinrf to il.o* Hi < ^'lining phases 
of public opinion.

STILL IDLE. 


Deoatur Miners Waiting to Hear 


From the Executive Com- 


mittee. 


There is no Decatnr ooal for sale at 


either of the two shafts for the reason 
that nono of the miners are at work. 
They belong to the United association 
and are in the strike which has extended 
to all points in the central and northern 
portions of the state, but not to points 
south of Par.a, because the 
mine 


workers 
in 
the 
southern 
district 


are not in the strike. They did not join 
the association and they continue at 
wjrk. 


The Decatnr miners want an advance 


of 5 cents a ton for mining ooal. This 
request has been refused by the Decatnr 
company. The decision was reported to 
the mass meeting of miners held yester- 
day afternoon, when it was resolved not 
to return to work but wait to hear the 
decision of the district executive commit- 
tee on the situation at this point. It wns 
supposed that the Decatnr miners had 
no grievance or cause for striking, bnt 
cause has been made by the demand for 
the advance. They have been receiving 
70 cents a ton, which the mine owners 
say is higher than the average price paid 
in the state, bnt 75 cents is about the 
price fixed by the Columbus scale, which 
was to take effect on May 1st. 


The refusal of the company to pay the 


advance and the action of the miners in 
refusing to go to work st the old figure 
throws 200 to 250 men out of work for an 
indefinite period. Coal will not be lifted 
to supply the local trade unless new men 
are secured; and in the meantime the 
mice owners in the southern part of the 
state will profit by the strike here and 
elsewhere by shipping in train loads of 
coal. 


It la to be hopsd that the present diffi- 


culties will be speedily adjusted so that 
Deoatur capitalists and Decatur laborers 
will be able to hold their own with out- 
side industries.

fined, to notlfiy the State officers of the 
exact time of the prisoner's liberation 
in order that he might be captured and 
retried. 


After several of tb.9 Justices had 


asked Mr. Sherman questions concern- 
ing the case, Chief-Justice Fuller an- 
nounoed that the application for a writ 
of habeas corpus oould not properly be 
granted, but the court would hear an 
application for a writ of error on May 9. 
The granting of a writ of error in the 
case would have thejeffect of re-opening 
the expert testimony taken by the elec- 
trical commission. The record of the 
commission would be produced and the 
court would proscribe under what con- 
ditions Kommler shall be executed. •

The roll of the new council was called, 
and Aldermen Harwood, Delaney, Park, 
Soanlan, Simpson, May, Graham, Perl, 
Moran and Ferguson, with Mayor Kanan, 
were found to be present. 


THE MAYOR'S IKAUGUBAL. 


GENTLEMEN or THE COUNCIL: At this, the 


first meeting of.tlie municipal year.lt may uot be 
out of place for me to?sul)init some suggestions 
relative to thelvarious city affairs that will claim 
your attention and consideration during the 
year. 


We may reasonably ekpect that our public Im- 


provements this year will be the most Important 
of any year In the history ol our city, commenc- 
ing, as we hope, the construction of over lour 
miles of sewers, the care and supervision of 
which will require a great deal of attention, not 
only to see that the work Is well and properly 
done, but also that It Is done with as little Injury 
or Inconvenience to private property and private 
Interests as possible. 


The amount or extent of street paving this 


year should aepend largely on the supply of ma- 
terial that may be had at home, alter supplying 
the amount that may be required lor the con- 
struction of sewers, thus avoiding the necessity 
of shipping in foreign material to take tue place 
of home production, and lessening the volume 
of employment for home labor. 


The street paving done last year Is certainly 


very satisfactory and should be accepted as con- 
clusive proof of the wisdom of carelul inspection 
of material used and method of laying the same. 
I hope the council will again, through Uie com- 
mittee, select samples of brick that may be 
used this year In street paving and hold con- 
tractors to a strict compliance. 


Our water supply is still unsatisfactory, and I 


regret that I am unprepared to make any defi- 
nite recommendation for its improvement. 1 
have made numerous inquiries relative to the 
utility of some of the many mechanical appli" 
ances recommended, and 1 am not yet satisfied 
that any of them will properly inter two million 
gallons ol water daily under heayy pressure. 


The council should, however, institute a thor- 


ough and systematic organization of this sub- 
ject at an early date. 


I also wish to call the attention of the council 


to the extraordinary and unnecessary labor Im- 
posed upon our limited police force in their 
efforts to suppress the violation of the Sunday 
liquor laws, and ask that when again granting 
license, that It be with the distinct understand- 
ing that in case of a second violation by any 
person (either by proof or confession) that such 
license be revoked bv the council. 


I feel satisfied that such action would speedily 


correct the Sunday violations and relieve the 
police officers of a serious diversion of their 
time from legitimate and proper duty, and would 
have the support of a majority ol persona en- 
gaged in the business who wish to obey the law. 


The council having Heretofore concluded a 


very favorable arrangement with the Board of 
Supervisors of Macon county, by the extended 
lease of the very desirable grounds known as 
the Macon county fair grounds for the use and 
purpose of a public park. In order to carry out 
in good faith our part of the contract, a reason- 
able appropriation should be made for the an. 
nuat rental and improvement of the grounds.

under the rules. The inspector is to be 
appointed by the mayor and shall have 
his office at the oity clerk's office. 


W. 0. Armstrong waa granted a drag- 
gist's permit. 


Aid. Bosnian's resolution that the pub- 


lic improvement committee famish the 
connou an estimate of the cost of the 
public part of the street pavement now 
under contract was adopted. 


Aid. Soanlan offered the following res- 
olution: 


Resolved, That as it is a matter of 


public comment that various members of 
the fire department were active workers 
at the polls at the recent municipal elec- 
tion, and as such action on their part waa 
a flagrant violation of the rules of said 
department, therefore be it 


Resolved, That the fire commissioners 


give this matter a thorough and careful 
investigation. 


The author moved the adoption of the 


resolution, seconded by Aid. Ferguson. 
In supporting the motion Aid. Scanlan 
delivered a speech stating his position 
on the question. He disclaimed any 
dpirit of partisanship in the matter and 
insisted on a through investigation. Aid. 
Simpson said he would cheerfully vote 
for the resolution if Aid. Soanlan will 
name the man he is after. He knew that 
some firemen were at the nolle on election 
day, but he knew that those men were 
not on duty as firemen that day; that 
they acted aa citizens, and the rules did 
not affect them. 
Aid. Scanlan pro- 


nounced Mr. Simpson's talk aa the silliest 
twaddle he had heard that gentleman 
make daring his two years term of service. 
Aid. Perl said he ought to know some- 
thing about the matter. He had a set-to 
with the fire chief all day on election day, 
but he came out ahead, although he was 
not loaded down with silver dollars and 
was not provided with bottles. Aid. 
Simpson asked Aid. Perl to give a name, 
and the alderman replied: "The fire 
chief. 
Who is the fire chief?" Aid. 


Simpson again called for names, but they 
were not given. 


The Soanlan resolution was adopted 


by a vote of 8 to 2, Aid. Harwood and 
Simpson voting in the negative. 


The council adjourned to Wednesday 


evening, April 7.
